Great Fulda Conference to Discuss 
All Phases—Services of Thanks- 
giving Held — Catholic Press 
Changes to Conform With 
New Situation.

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Berlin.—A Solemn High Mass 
will be celebrated in St. Hedwig’s 
Cathedral here in the presence of 
the Most Rev. Cesare Orsenigo, 
Apostolic Nuncio, on the Sunday 
following the formal exchange of 
ratifications of the new Concordat 
between the Holy See and Ger- 
many. For the first time a group 
of National Socialists, in uniform 
and with their flags, will be pre- 
sent at that church function. 


A service of thanksgiving on the 
occasion of the successful comple- 
ition of the Concordat negotia- 
‘tions has already been held in the 
Cathedral of Freiburg. The Most 
‘Rev. Conrad Groeber, Archbishop 
‘of that diocese, delivered a sermon 
‘expressing his confidence that the 
‘new political leaders of the coun- 
'try will afford full protection for 
‘the rights of the Church. 


The application of the provi- 
‘sions of the new Concordat will be 
the object of new important delib- 
‘erations of the German Hierarchy 
‘at a meeting to be held in Fulda 
ithe last week of this month. With 
ivery few exceptions, all German 
Cardinals and Bishops are expect- 
ed to attend in person. 


Some of Problems Noted 


Some of the problems to be dis- 
cussed have already been referred 
‘to in public by His Eminence Adolf 
Cardinal Bertram of Breslau, in an 
article addressed to the students of 
Jatholic _theology in his diocese, 
German Catholics, the Cardinal 
says, fully recognize the import- 
‘ance of the measures adopted by 
the new government against God- 
lessness and immorality, and they 
are in complete agreement with the 
government in supporting the prin- 
ciple of authority for the state, 
The Church, however, cannot be 
bound to any political system or 
party, he points out. It expects 
that the State will recognize the 
special requirements of the priest- 
hood which have their source in 
the inner life of man. The Cardi- 
nal concludes that the government 
ought to give full consideration to 
the needs of the students of theo- 
logy in exempting them from the 
obligation of being drafted for ser-

Papal Delegate 
To Japan Named 
Rochester Bishop 


Washington. —- His Excellency 
the Most Rev. Edward A. Mooney, 
Apostolic Delegate to Japan, hag 
been named by His Holiness Pope 
Pius XI to be Bishop of Rochester, 
according to word received here 
from the Holy See. 

Archbishop Mooney will retain 
the title of Archbishop ad per- 
sonam so that in his new post hir 
title will be Archbishop-Bishop of 
Rochester. 

A similar instance of such a title 
occurred before in this country 
when the late Archbishop Jeremiah 
J. Harty was transferred from the 
metropolitan See of Manila, P. L, 
to that of Omaha, Nebraska, and 
thus became Archbishop-Bishop of 
Omaha. 

Archbishop Mooney, formerly a 
priest of the Diocese of Cleveland 
and the first United States priest 
to be named an Apostolic Delegate, 
will become the fourth Bishop of 
the Diocese of Rochester. He suc- 
ceeds the Most Rev. John Francis 
O’Hern, who died May 22nd of this 
year.

The chalice, about seven inches 
high, is composed of two parts: a 
simple, egg-shaped inner cup of 
silver in an unfinished state, and 
an outer silver fretwork or con- 
ainer, beautifully carved, with 
twelve seated figures in an intri- 
cate symbolic design. The outer 
fretwork or container is not a part 
fof the inner cup, but serves as a 
magnificent ornament or reliquary 
to the inner cup. 

Both outside carving and inner 
cup are earlier than 79 A: D. The 
peculiar shape of the inner cup and 
the style of the carving are unmis- 
takably. of the Augustan age 
(about 50 B. C.-79 A. D.). There 
are no examples extant of this 
peculiar shape and style of art 
later than the destruction of Pom- 
pen, 79 A. D.

NE of the most prolific writers 
in England for some years 


has been G. K. Chesterton, who by 
deep research and inquiry, backed 


by prayer, found his way into the 


Catholic Church. 


Recently, on July 19th, last, Mr. 
Arnold Lunn, noted author and 
critic, by following the some pro- 


cess, was received into the Church 
at Oxford by Father Ronald Knox, 


himself a convert. Mr. Lunn, like 
the convert of a few months ago, 
Reverend Dr. Orchard, had be- 
longed not to the Anglican, but 
to one of the non-Conformist 
churches. 

It was not many years ago that 
Mr. Lunn wrote a work entitled 
“Roman Converts,” at a time when 
he had no trace of “Roman fever.” 
This work interested Father Ver- 
non Johnson, who as an Anglican 
was widely known as one of the 
most picturesque figures in London 
and who was recently ordained to 
the priesthood, and stimulated in 
him an interest in the Church 
which led to his conversion. 

For a long time Mr. Lunn, the 
son of Sir Henry Lunn, was active 
in promoting religious unity among 
Protestant bodies. He is forty- 
three years old, and married to 
Lady Mabel Stafford-Northcote, 
sister of the Earl of Iddesleigh, 
another convert.

Mr. Lunn is also the author of 
a work entitled “The Flight From 
Reason,” in which he pointed out 
that those who follow rationalism 
and agnosticism are the ones who 
abandon their reason rather than 
those who allow themselves to be

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READ BISHOP’S  _—s 
SCHOOL LETTER 
IN FORT WAYNE 

In each of the Fort Wayne 
churches at the Masses Sunday, 
August 27, a special letter issued 
by the Most Rev. John Francis 
Noll, D. D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, 
was read to the congregation. In 
his message the prelate stressed the 
importance of Catholic education 
and indicates that the religious ele- 
ment is an essential constituent in 
the formation of character. 

The Bishop’s letter follows: 
“My Dear Brethren: 

“As we approach the date for 
the reopening of school I would like 
to send you a word both of compli- 
ment and admonition. The compli- 
ment is paid to all those parents, 
representing almost 100 per cent of 
the total who would not think of 
sending their children to any other 
than the Catholic school. The ad- 
monition is directed to the smaller | 
number, who may hesitate between 
duty and the sacrifice it will entail 
in these hard times. 

“Your anxiety, no matter how 
great, is insignificant compared to 
the anxiety of pastors who with 
greatly dwindled income must keep 
their schools open. In most parish- 
es the operation of the school con- 
sumes one-half of the parish re- 
ceipts, despite the small pittance 
for which the religious teachers 
render their services. In the last 
analysis the trouble throughout the 
world is due to the lack of relig- 
ious training of the people. To edu- 
cation without God must be as- 
cribed the universal selfishness, 
dishonesty, crime, suspicions, hat- 
reds, wars. Even with the best 
Catholic education our children are 
confronted with great dangers be- 
cause of the low moral standards 
found so often in the world. 

“Particularly is it important that 
parents send their boys and girls 
to Catholic high schools, because 
youths between the ages of 14 and 
18 need special protection and pro- 
per guidance based on the direc- 
tions of our Savior. The city of 
Fort Wayne has excellent Catholic 
High schools both for boys and 
girls and while attendance thereat 
entails a slight cost it amounts to 
less than one-third of the cost per 
pupil in the public high schools. 
The local community pays more 
than $12.00 for each pupil in the 
public high schools. If the nearly 
800 children in the Catholic High 
schools of Fort Wayne were sent 
to the public high schools the cost 
would become much greater, and, 
even you would be paying it either 
in the form of higher taxes or high- 
er rents. 

“Most boys and girls should take 
pride in paying their own way 
through high school by earning 
one dollar per week in some way 
or other, just as practically one- 
third of all students in colleges 
crave to work their way through. 

“During these days when work is 
not available for all I would recor- 
mend that some people in every 
parish with’ no children in high 
school, should pay for some boy or 
girl recommended by the pastor.

Pray for guidance, receive 
the Sacraments often, listen to the 
inspirations of grace, and follow 
the advice of your Pastor.

Dear Undecided: 

The town in which you live is 
not large, hence your Pastor has 
opportunity to know practically all 
of its citizens. At least, he is ac- 
quainted with his own parishion- 
ers, their circumstances, their char- | 
acter, their particular weaknesses, | 
and all the surroundings that! 
strengthen and weaken his flock. | 
You should call at the rectory and 
talk over with him the man for 
whom you have developed an affec- 
tion that points to matrimony. 

Your father used poor judgment 
when he offered no objection during 
the several years that you have en- 
} © d the friendship of this non- 
Catholic man, but who now opposes 
your marriage to him. It resembles | 
the old story of “locking the stable- | 
door after the horse is out.” 

But since you appear to be a rea- 
soning Catholie it may not be too 
late in your case. Though I love 
my Protestant friends dearly and 
am free of bigotry, understanding 
as I do that these people are the| 
victims of the sins of their fore-' 
fathers, who abandoned the Faith 
of Christ, I could never comfort you 
by offering the hope that your mar- 
riage to one not of your Faith 
would produce happiness. Such 
marriages usually prove the con- 
trary, and not only for the Catho- 
lie, but for both parties.

There are many departures from 
the Faith on the part of the Catho- 
lic party where a mixed marriage 
is entered upon, and the children 
of such marriages are often de-| 
prived of their spiritual birthright, | 
and those who are baptized and | 
taught their religion are usually | 
deprived of many opportunities) 
that children of parents, who are 
both Catholic, enjoy as their natu-| 
ral right. Moreover, the example 
of the non-practising parent is not | 
good for: the growing child, how- | 
ever good that non-Catholic father | 
or mother may be. 

You are young enough to find 
someone else on whom to center 
your affections, and it would be bet- 
ter that you gave this most import- 
ant matter of disparity of worship 
grave consideration.

Don’t be deceived by a self-indul-. the parents of children able in body 


and mind, yet we realize in the 
scheme of life, as God has woven 
it, suffering plays no minor part. 
Hence, it follows that though we 
shall always have the imperfect in 
body, and indeed many who labor 
under mental afflictions, without 
fault of their own, it is not to be 
gathered that these afflicted ones 
are less useful to the world than 
those of physical prowess nor 
those of great intellectual attain- 
ments. 


There is no surer sign of the de- 
cadence of civilization than that of 
a people grown hardened to the 
rights of those not physically per- 
fect or to the moral rights of those 
who are mentally handicapped to 
the love and protection of their 
neighbor. : 


Catholics have a duty to inform 
themselves on legislative tendencies 
and to intelligently exercise their 
citizenship, where corrective meas- 
ures are indicated. As an example: 
The movement afoot to sterilize the 
unfit.

Sunday, September 3.—St. Sera- 
phia, virgin and martyr, was born 
at Antioch of Christian parents 
who fled to Italy from the perescu- 
tion under Adrian. Resolving to 
consecrate her life to Christ she 
gave away all of her possessions 
and finally sold herself into slavery. 
Through the Saint’s piety, her mis- 
tress, a Roman lady named Savina 
was converted to the Faith. Hav- 
ing been denounced as a Christian, 
‘the Saint was condemned to death 
by fire but miraculously escaped. 
She was later beheaded. 

Monday, September 4.—St. Rosa- 
lie was the daughter of a noble 
family descended from Charle- 
magne. She was born in Palermo. 
Despising worldly vanities she 
made her abode in a cave on Mount 
Pelegrino where she practiced aus- 
tere penance and manual labor. 
She died in 1160. 

Tuesday, September 5.—St. Lau- 
rence Justinian, refusing the offer 
of a brilliant marriage, fled secret- 
ly for his home at Venice and join- 
ed the Canons Regular of St. Geo- 
rge. He became the first Patriarch 
of Venice and died A. D. 1435, at 
the age of seventy-four. 

Wednesday, September 6.—5St. 
Eleutherius was chosen abbot of 
| St. Mark’s near Spolete and favor- 
led by God with the gift of mir- 
acles. He later resigned his abbacy 
_and died in St. Andrew’s monastery 
in Rome about the year 585. 

Thursday, September 7.—St 
Cloud, confessor, was the son of 
Chledomir, King of Orleans.

dedicate themselves to the worship 
of their God and who make Him 
the companion of their daily lives. 
The Kingdom of God in this sense 
is world-wide but even after all 
these centuries it does not embrace 
all of the nations nor all of the 
persons on the face of the earth. 
And for the coming of this King- 
dom we pray in the words of Jesus 
Christ, ‘God, my Father, Thy King- 
dom come.’ 

“In still another sense the King- 
dom of God on this earth is. the 
Kingdom of Jesus Christ. To Him 
is granted Lordship over men both 
because He is their God and also 
because He is their Redeemer. In 
the world wide triangle of love— 
love and appreciation of oneself 
because upon us has been poured 
the blood of Christ, love of our 
neighbor for the sake of God, and 
love of God for His own sake—in 
this great world-wide triangle of 
love Jesus has gathered His King- 
dom within which there are more 
than six hundred millions of Chris- 
tian men and women. It is the 
Kingdom based upon the sover- 
eignty of Christ, the incomparable 
Man, the Christ, the incomparable 
God. It reaches out and grips the 
teeming millions of His followers, 
to cement them in a solid union of 
gratitude to and love of Him, and 
of mutual love and service of one 
another and of all men. Out of this 
union there radiates to the peoples 
of the world the impulse for prog- 
ress and civilization. ... Outside 
of the Kingdom of Christ on earth 
there are even. in this country 
countless millions who must be 
reached. They must be reached for 
the sake of their own personal 
happiness and for the sake of the 
country whose happiness we are 
seeking to restore, for the sake of 
that conscience on which the suc- 
cess of every program of recon- 
struction depends... . 

The Catholic Church, he said, “is 
a Kingdom to which He entrusted 
the continuation of His authority, 
the guardianship of His teachings, 
the preservation of His sacraments 
and the fulfillment of His mission 
to the troubled peoples of the 
earth.

Detroit—The: Rev. Charles E.| 
Coughlin, pastor of the Shrine of 
the Little Flower at Roya! Oak and 
nationally-known radio speaker, ap- 
peared before the bank investiga- 
tion grand jury here Wednesday 
and Thursday and outlined his in- 
terest in banking in general and in 
banking conditions in Detroit in 
particular. He severely criticized 
methods of some banking institu- 
tions. : 

Father Coughlin revealed that 
two weeks before the Michigan 
bank holiday began on. February 
14, he telephoned from New York 
to Governor Comstock, asking that 
he declare a bank moratorium. 
Father Coughlin also asserted that 
stock brokers’ account records pub- 
lished last spring to show that he 
was trading in the stock market 
were “faked.” 


Father Coughlin, in response to 
questions by Harry S. Toy, prosecu- 
ting attorney, said that he became 
interested in banking «generally 
during his university course, and 
that he has been interested in the 
local banking stuation about two 
and a half years. 


Trouble Deep-Seated 


“Our Detroit situation,” Father | 
Coughlin continued, “was not begun | 
in the last three years. It was only | 
the result of a very remarkable 
piece of philosophy, traceable back | 
to Adam Smith and Ricardo, those 
men who, perhaps more than any 
others, expounded the belief that 
individualism is of the greatest 
importance to the success and de- 
velopment of an industrial nation.” 

“T have watched the smaller 
banks engulfed,” he continued, “and 
the citizens in the northwestern 
and eastern portions of the city lose | 
their contacts with the bank presi- 
dents whom they knew so well and 
deal with an appointee of the great 
banks downtown. We became com- 
munized, financially.” 

Saying that the investigators 
would want to know “how I became 
part and parcel of this inquiry,” 
Father Coughlin began with his 
first public address on the banking 
situation over Stations WWJ and 
WJR on March 23 last. “The first 
time I gave expression to any pub- 
lic official other than former Mayor 
Frank Murphy, was on the day a 
group of banks in the Thumb Dis- 
trict—-a group known as the Sleep- 
er group—failed to open,” Father 
Coughlin added. 

He then spoke of his telephone 
eall from New York, where he was 
the guest of Mr. Murphy, to Gov- 
ernor Comstock. He urged the Gov- 
ernor to declare the bank morator- 
ium, “lest a greater evil follow,” 
he sad. He added his belief that 
“my call to the Governor bore very 
little weight.” 


Col. Marvin McIntyre, of

President Roosevelt’s secretaries, 
telephoned to him, Father Coughlin 
said, and asked him to get in touch 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin. He telephoned Mr. Wood- 
in, he said, and the Secretary of 
Treasury said he would be very 
pleased if the priest would go on 
the radio and explain that the Gov- 
ernment was backing the plan for 
opening a new bank in Detroit. 


Explains Radio Talk 


“So,” said Father Coughlin, “I 
was glad to acquiesce to his sug- 
gestions. Over the radio I simply 
outlined that it was not an outside 
plan, that saying so was undermin- 
ing a great corporation that had 
helped build our city, that it was 
more than a chain grocery store 
that was pumping money out of 
Detroit and leaving nothing in. 

“That is how I ‘sat in President 
Roosevelt’s lap’ (a newspaper had 
used this expression), by defend- 
ing a great corporation and its 
thousands of employees and the 
great number of small business 
houses which depended on their pay 
envelopes. I prefer not to think 
that I was sitting in President 
Roosevelt’s lap. I sit in no man’s 
lap.” 

In response to a question by At- 
torney General Patrick H. O’Brien, 
as to what political party’s theories 
he subscribed to, Father Coughlin 
said: 

“Whether or not anyone can be. 
lieve it, I am not interested in any 
party. I am interested in principles. 
I am interested primarily in men.” 

While insisting that he has 
nothing against Mr. Hoover per- 
sonally, Father Coughlin denounced 
the “philosophy” of the former 
President’s administration, which, 
he sad, provided money at the top 
while those at the bottom suffered, 
He lauded President Roosevelt’s re- 
covery program, saying that “he is 
a President who wants to give 
Christian doctrine a chance to make 
good, who is willing to make the 
Christian experiment.” 

The Attorney General then di- 
rected Father Coughlin into a dis- 


cussion of the banking situation 


and of banks in general, and there 
developed a conversational discus- 
sion of the morality of holding com- 
panies, Father Coughlin then got 
back to a detailed discussion of cer- 
tain statements by bankers, and 
speaking of the sworn statement 
for a year sent by officials of one 
company to the Secretary of State 
at Lansing, he said: 

“I showed you these reports were 
entirely incongruous and I labeled 
the report sent to stockholders ag 
‘falsified statements.’ I repeat the 
charge today. 


“I repeat that these stockholders 
were taken through the mystic 
maze of deceit.”

The first log chapel was built 
seven miles north of the present 
one 250 years ago by French mis- 
sionaries. Father Badin moved the 
mission to Notre Dame a century 
ago. His rude log chapel was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1906 and was re- 
placed by the present replica. The 
chapel is several times weekly the 
scene of weddings of alumni. 

The Very Rev..Edward F. Sorin, 
C.S.C., founder and first president 
of Notre Dame, built the first col- 
lege building in 1843 so that Notre 
Dame might be granted a charter. 
This building, a modest two-story 
brick affair, stands near the log 
chapel and the founder’s monument 
on the shores of St. Mary’s lake. 

The party moves now up the 
stone steps flanking the grotto and 
into the west trancept of Sacred 
Heart church. There Conrad 
Semitt, the well-known Milwaukee 
artist, and seven men from his 
studios are rejuvenating the fam- 
ous frescoes painted from 1871 to 
1891 by the artist Luigi Gregori, 
commissioned by the Pope. 

Here the visitors see the Bernini 
altar carved by the contemporary 
of Michaelangelo who did the wood- 
carving in the Vatican in Rome 
while Michaelangelo was doing the 
painting. The altar is more than 
350 years old. It serves during 
several months of the year as a 
shrine of perpetual adoration of 
the Blessed Sacrament. Notre} 
Dame students are the only lay per- 
sons so privileged for such a length 
of time in the country. 

Many of the art treasures in the 
church are the gifts of Emperor 
Napoleon If] of France and his 
wife, the Empress Eugenie. 

The tower of the church contains 
a six-ton bell, the first carillon to 
sound in the Western Hemisphere, 
and an electrically-controlled clock 
which tolls the quarter-hours. 

The next stop on the tour is the 
Administration or main building 
which stands at the head of the 
quadrangie and in the center of the 
campus. The work of applying a 
new coating of gold leaf to the sur- 
face of its dome, a neo-gothic hood 
of state capitol proportions, and to 
the 15-foot statue of the Patroness 
of the school which surmounts the 
dome, is now nearing completion.

A haemoptysis had occurred 
in the September. There was an- 
other on December I7th, and an 
even more violent one on January 
19th. 


“On January 2Ist,” she writes 
“Tt tried to get up, but failed. 1 
felt that once again my condition 
Was growing speedily worse, and 
retained no further hope of getting 
better.” The Mother General and 
the Sisters at Langres were of the 
same opinion. “Having no further 
hope of cure by human means,” 
reads their certificate, “the com- 
munity took to prayer, addressing 
itself particularly to little Guy, 
though without special exercises. 
A little while afterwards a novena 
was begun and carried through 
without any ap t result. Still 
trusting in the intervention of little 
Guy, the community began another 
novena. The 20th, 21st and 22nd 
passed without change, but in the 
evening of the 23rd the patient, 
feeling somewhat better, took her 
temperature again. She was nor- 
mal, and has remained so ever 
since. It was the eve of the anni- 
versary of little Guy’s death.

vice in the camps which now form 
part of the new system of physical 
training for the younger genera- 
tion. 

It is also interesting to note, m 
this connection, that the Governor 
of Bavaria, Ritter von Epp, has 
given full assurance to the Bishop 
of Treves that no interdenomina- 
tional schools will be allowed, and 
that the provisions of the Concor- 
dat for obligatory religious instruc- 
tion in all public schools will be 
rigorously enforced. ! 

A no less strict application of 
the provision inhibiting further 
political activities by the Catholic 
clergy in Germany may be assumed 
from the official announcement of 
the National Socialist “German 
Christians” in the State of Baden 
that the Protestant clergymen who 
are now holding political office of 
whatever character will be re- 
quired to resign such offices. It 
will be remembered that the Con- 
cordat explicitly provided that the 
rule of political abstension for the 
Catholic clergy be applied to the 
same extent to the Protestant 
churches.

Sante Fe.——-Two Apostolic Dele- 
gates, a score of other Archbishops 
and Bishops, the Governor of the 
State, numerous monsignori, priests 
and nuns, and distinguished figures 
in the civic life of the community 
attended the solemn installation of 
the Most Rev. Rudolph Aloysius 
Gerken as the seventh Archbishop 
of Santa Fe, recently. 


His Excellency the Most Rev. 
Amileto Giovanni Cicognani, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the United States. 
officiated at Archbishop Gerken’s 
installation and spoke. His Excel- 
lency the Most Rev. Leopold Ruiz 
y Flores, Apostolic Delegate to 
Mexico, also was present. The Most 
Rev. Joseph Patrick Lynch, Bishop 
of Dallas, preached the sermon. 
Archbishop Gerken also spoke, em- 
ploying both English and Spanish. 

Apostolic Delegate Speaks 

Archbishop Cicognani, in a bril- 
liant address, outlined the duties 
and grave responsibilities that ac- 
company episcopal office. “If | 
have emphasized the duties and ob- 
ligations of the episcopal office,” 
His Exeelleney said, in conclusion, 
“I have not done so for the benefit 
of the new Archbishop. He knows 
very well the duties and obliga- 
tions of his office, and he has no 
need to hear them from my lips. 
He served God and His Church with 
distinction for six years in the Die 
cese of Amarillo. His zealous en 
deavor to fulfil his duties and ob 
ligations with that charity and jus- 
tice which must characterize the 
exercise of the episcopal office 
merited for him promotion to the 
archiepiscopal dignity in this See 
of Santa Fe. 

“T have emphasized the duties 
and obligations of the episcopal of- 
fice in order that you, my dear 
priests and people, may realize the 
grave responsibilities that rest up 
on the shoulders of your new spirit- 
ual leader and that, realizing them, 
you may unite in fervent, earnest 
prayer that God may bless him 
abundantly, that He may grant him 
the necessary grace, strength and 
health for the proper conduct of his 
important and _ responsible 
tion.” 

“Quite well am I-aware of the 
sacred responsibilities entrusted to 
me on this day and the difficulties 
to be encountered in this vast mis- 
sion field,” Archbishop Gerken said 
in his address. “A large number 
of souls are here placed under our 
care and whose salvation is the wil] 
of God and the responsibility of 
the Church. Added to the difficul- 
ties that have been ever present in 
this mission diocese are the piti- 
able conditions now existing the 
world over, brought on by the per- 
versity of man and the ignoring 
of the sound principles of justice 
and charity, so clearly set forth in 
the doctrine of Christ and so elo- 
quently taught in word and ex- 
ample by the Apostles and their 
successors. 

Tribute To Predecessors 

“The conditions of economic 
stress, no doubt a source of anxiety 
and trial in every diocese, bring on 
problems of greatest concern to 
priests and Bishe p in a mission dio- 
cese where even in normal times 
the difficulties are great. But cer- 
tainly we would have no more occa- 
sion to be disconsolate than the 
Apostles of old who were 
with much greater difficulties, I! 
am encouraged by the example of 
my zealous and sainted predeces- 
sors so well known for their mis- 
sionary and apostolic lives. Confi- 
dent of the prayers and cooperation 
of the priests and the faithful, for 
which I humbly ask; trusting in 
the promise of Our Lord: ‘I will be 
with you all days even to the con- 
summation of the world,’ I hope 
that we will succeed in doing the 
will of God. We also hope that we 
will not disappoint Our Holy Fath- 
er, the Vicar of Christ, who has re- 
posed such great confidence in us, 
and whose highest representative 
in this country honors us with his 
presence.”

High schools, generally speaking, 
have two functions: firstly to give 
training to students who will mot be 
able to continue their studies be- 
yond the high school; secondly, to 
prepare those students who will be 
privileged to go on to college.

POPE INNOCENT X, = 
A. D. 1644-1655 


Pope Innocent X occupied the see 
of St. Peter from A. D. 1644 to 
1655. Under his pontificate the fol- 
lowing events of interest to the 
Holy Name Society should be re- 
co : 


The Holy Name Society is great- 
y indebted to the Irish Franciscan 

r. Luke Wadding—born A, D. 
1588 and died A. D. 1657—whose 
activities extended under the pon- 
tificates of Urban VIII, Innocent X, 
and Alexander VII. This celebrated 
writer kept the Holy Name move- 
ment, as far as the Order of St. 
Francis was concerned, before the 
people in his celebrated work en- 
titled “Annales Minorum”, a _his- 
tory in eight volumes, which ap- 
peared between the years 1625 and 
1654. This great work has placed 
the author in the front rank of ec- 
clesiastical historians. He is also 
the author of “Scriptores Ordinis 
Minorum” published under the pon- 
tificate of Innocent X. 


In his celebrated works, Fr. Luke 
Wadding gives an interesting ac- 
count of the trial of St. Bernardine 
of Siena, the great Apostle of the 
Holy Name movement of the Mid- 
dle Ages, who had been accused of 
heresy because he displayed an em- 
blem of the Holy Name (I. H. 8.) 
on a board which the faithful would 
kiss after his sermons. The trial 
was conducted by Pope Martin V, 
and was a complete vindication of 
the noted Holy Name Apostle who 
later on invitation of the pope de- 
livered 114 sermons on the Holy 
Name in Rome. Father Waddine 
states that because of the triumpn 
which St. Bernardine had gained 
Pope Clement VII in 1530 granted 
the Franciscan Order a special of- 
fice and feast of the Holy Name. 


Fr. Luke Wadding also refers in 
his works to the great Dominican 
preacher St. Vincent Ferrer who in 
a sermon at Alessandria, in north- 
ern Italy, referred in prophetic 
words to a young man in his audi- 
ence who some day would become 
one of the glories of the Seraphic 
Order—the young man referred to 
was Bernardine of Siena, Apostle of 
the Holy Name. Fr. Wadding also 
informs us that Peter of Warsaw, 
O.F.M., of the Province of Silesia, 
published a noteworthy treatise on 
“Adoring the Holy Name of Jesus,” 
and that Fr. Archangelus Putens 
published a treatise on “The Power 
and Dignity of the Holy Name.” 

Fr. Wadding in his “Annals” re- 
cords that Bernardine de Shagun 
of Mexico, a Franciscan, translated 
the life of the Holy Name Apostle 
Bernardine of Siena in the Aztec 
Indian language, which discloses 
that the Holy Name movement was 
already established in Mexico and 
Central America in the 16th cen- 
tury. In the 17th century Fr. Al- 
phonse de Herrera of Peru, South 
America, wrote a book on the 
“Excellency and Abuse of the Holy 
Name.” Space will not permit us 
to make further excerpts of Fr. 
Wadding’s references to the Holy 
Name movement and the part that 
the Franciscan Order played in its 
expansion in the 138th, 14th, 15th, 
and 16th centuries, for we have in 
our previous articles made frequent 
references to Holy Name activities 
taken from the works of Fr. Wad- 
ding, who in his humility declined 
high ecclesiastical offices and hon- 
ors which Pope Innocent X wished 
to confer upon him. 


BIOGRAPHY OF INNOCENT X. 


Pope Innocent X was born in 
Rome, May 6, 1574. His family 
name was Giovanni Battista Pam- 
phili. He graduated as Bachelor of 
Laws from the Roman College at 
the age of 20 and filled several im- 
portant offices under Popes Cle- 
ment VIII, Gregory XV, and Urban 
VILL. In 1626 he was created Car- 
dinal and succeeded Urban VIII in 
the papacy on September 15, 1644, 
assuming the name of Innocent X. 

One of his trusted friends was 
Fr. Luke Wadding, the noted Fran- 
ciscan historian, whose works were 
being published about that time 
which contained many references to 
the Holy Name movement. Father 
Wadding founded in Rome the Col- 
lege of St. Isidore and made the 
name of Ireland's great Holy Name 
man St. Patrick known throughout 
Rome and the continent. Due to his 


as a member of the Com-| 


influence 
mission fer the Reform of the Bre- 


viary, the feast of St. Patrick was 
inserted on the 17th of March in 
the calendar of the Universal 
Church. Fr. Wadding celebrated 
each year the feast of St. Pat- 
rick in Rome and was a_ great 
champion and defender of the Irish 
cause. ? 


High ecclesiastical honors were 
offered Fr. Luke Wadding, among 
them the cardinalate, all of which 
he refused to accept. Contempor- 
ary writers state that he had re- 
ceived votes to be pope—likely at 
the papal conclaves of 1644 or 1655. 
The remains of this saintly Fran- 
ciscan lie buried in the Church of 
St. Isidore, Rome. 


Under the pontificate of Innocent 
X, a number of Jesuits in North 
America were martyred. Among 
them: Isaac Jogues, Octoebr 18, 
1646; John Lalande, October 19, 
1646; John de Brebeuf, March 16, 
1649; Gabriel Lalemant, March 17, 
1649; Anthony Daniel, July 4, 
1648; Charles Garnier, December 7, 
1649; Noel Chabanel, December 8, 
1649. 


Pope Innocent was a lover of 
justice and his life was blameless. 
He inaugurated in Rome the Holy 
Year of 1650 which brought many 
pilgrims to the Eternal City. This 
was the thirteenth jubilee of the 
Holy Year. 


On January 7, 1655, attended by 
Fr, John Paul Oliva, General of the 
Society of Jesus and his confessor, 
he yielded up his soul at the age of 
83 years, after governing the 
Church for ten years and four and 
one half months. His tomb is in the 
Church of St. Agnes, in the Piazza 
Novona. This Church was rebuilt 
by the Pamphili family on the ele- 
vation of Innocent X—one of its 
members to the papacy.

Believe In Divinity 


It follows, therefore, that if non- 
Catholics are ever to understand 
the Catholic Church, they must be- 
lieve in the Divinity of JESUS and 
they must apprehend, even if they 
cannot comprehend, the meaning of 
His Incarnation. He came to earth 
not only to suffer and die for our 
sins in our nature, but to impart 
to each soul, through a definite 
means, the fruits of this Redemp- 
tion, His own Divine Life. We do 
not “put on Christ” by faith and 
prayer only; we must actually be 
born into His life by an act on His 
part. Unregenerate flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the Kingdom of 
God; only through an actual union 
with the God-Man can we possess 
the Father. It is not so much what 
we do that imparts salvation; it is 
what we let God do in us that 
counts. 

From what has been said above, 
the thinking mind can perceive that 
Catholicism and Protestantism are 
as far apart as the Poles in their 
views of Christ and His work on 
earth, and these views can never be 
reconciled. To the Protestant mind, 
Christ ended His work on earth 
when He ascended into heaven, and 
we have nothing to do except to 
believe and to follow His example.
